every day that pusses witnesses the 
turning back of the hands on the dial 
of the (dock of Progress. 
In its practical effect, the (lerman 
statement of its intention to again 
ply the sea with its murderous under­ 
sea craft, is a casus belli against the 
United States. 
It is a bold defiance 
of the Wilson attitude, 
so 
plainly 
stated that it amounted almost to an 
ultimatum. 
It is a defiance couched 
in the honeyed phrases of the dip­ 
lomat; a death 
sentence 
tinctured 
with sweet words of respect for the 
victim marked for the slaughter. By 
setting aside a prescribed sone, in 
which the commerce of neutral na­ 
tions cannot ply except at the risk 
of destruction of property and lives. 
Germany has arrogated to herself the 
right to annul the larws of nations. 
She 
has 
sidestepped international 
precedent and laid down terms that 
It would be intolerable for America 
to comply with. 
M the Daily sees it, there Is but 
one course for President Wilson 
to 
take—to sever diplomatic 
relations 
with the central 
powers 
at 
once. 
This may mean the plunging of tltej 
nation into a war that it has assidu- ‘ 
oualy striven to keep aloof from; m 
war that it has avoided as it would 
the plague.
